NEWS AT LAST.—ANOTUER 
JAPANESE VICIroORY, 

The following telegram was received from 
Japan last aight :— 

A column of the First Army Corps com- 
meared to attack Hsingen or Shin Ngam 
at Gam. on the 28th insiant (Sunday) and 
succeeded incapturing the place after three 
houre! fighting. It had heen roported that 
there w re 20,000 Chineas at Hsinyen. 
Tho whole of the Chinese Fores fled towards 
the north-west, 


[Shin Ngam is a town on the road Ero 
Tedng-hwang Chung to Baiching and Now- 
chwang. Itison the same momtain range 
as Ma-tion-long but in a westerly direction, 
and off the main road. This report seems 
ta dispel the previous report of the Chi- 
nese, which were to the eff-ct that. the Japn- 
nese had been repulsed at Ma-tien-leng with 
great sli dyer and driven back to the Ya- 
Joo, It wou'd thus appear that the Japa- 
nese aro working steadily towards New-

THE CHINESE AND JAPAN SE 


FLEETS. 

The naval correspondent of the - Singapare 
Free Press, writing from Chefoo, is doubtfal 
{f the Lat-yten—one of the Chinese ships 
in the Yalalight-—will ever he fit for service 
again, He saya the Japanese keep a small 
fast steaming squadron of four ships con- 
stantly patrolling the cea, appearing off Wei- 
hai-wei and Port Arthur every now and then, 
but not ventaring within range of tha guns 
in the forts.

RIVAL WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 
Av INCIDENT AT HONGKONG. 

Wher the proprietor of the New York 
Herald sont moto Tonkin, ‘in 1885, to 
follow tho movements of the French invad- 
ing arny againat the Annamene and, thoie 
powerfil auxiliaries, the ‘Black Fiags, he 
fold om that what he wanted. wae the first 
news of any battle or. important event, no 
mattor how short the scconut; ho would 
tmtbor‘ltave five or six worde, it they 
ranched bim before anyone else received 
the neve, than temr*pages after the first 
acnount, Here was greut difficulty, for I 
found Colquhoun of the London Times, 
Cameron of the Standard, Quinton of the 
China Mail, Poolhan of the Paris Hréne- 
mnené, and a nweibor of other correspondants 
I couldnot hope ta beat. When I renchad 
Hongkong, on my way to ‘Tonkin, T fonud 
Colquloun getting roady to make the 
saroe trip, and we took steainor next day 
for Huiphong, tho port of entry to Tonkin. 
Cameron and the otuers had olrondy been 
afteld for sevaral waeka, bat, as good luck 
would have it, there bad been nothing 
worth telegraphiog and Cumeroo was on 
his way back lo Hongkong diegueted. At 
Haipbong Dr Hermond, who had been 
sent omt by the French Governmant to 
axsuie the civil controf of the country as 
the territory wis conquered by the army, 
required all correspondents to snbscribo, 
‘apon bongnr,' that they woold send uway 
no letter or telegram without firab anb- 
mittiog it to his censorship or that of 
hia representatives; sq this method of 
hampering correspondonte, which is in use 
in China and Japan to-day, ia not new. 


XY mide good ogo of the time I remained 
in Tonkin to secure correspondents in the 
various naval and military brenches 
of the French service ond among civiliank 
as wel. I also arranged to havo this 
correspondence sent to ma in a way that 
would he little likely of being datected and 
would have the earliest delivery. Thon, 
after atrip aver tho delta of the Red River, 
I returned to Hongkong, which was the 
nearest point on the cable live and the only 
place from which despatches could bo sent 
without restriction. Colquhoun and I had 
hired a small staamer for our trip over 
the dolta, shoring the expense of sbont 
one hundred and twenty dollars a day,. le 
wag just ag we wero aboot to start that 
Cameron came down from Nam Dinh on 
hie rearn to Hongkong. When, how- 
ever, ha saw correspondents of two othor 
imporhnt newspapers on the ground he 
changed his plans, He could not go away 
and lsve them in the field, It is us 
important for « war correspondent ta watch 
bis ompetitors as to watch the enemy. 
He expressed his intention of retoraing to 
Hanol instead of to Hongkong, 50 wa 
invited him to go along with as. We 
reached Hanvi after five days’ steaming 
against the ewift current of the Red River, 
and strived just in time ta mect the defeat- 
ed triops of General Bonet's brigade re- 
entering the citadel at that fawn. Hera 
was apiecs of news worth having, bat wa 
knew how impossible it would be to send it 
away through the French censorship and 
we alidatermined to go back to Hongkong, 
whore we would be beyond the restriction 
described or implied in our certificate. 


During the two days and 2 half it took 
us tomake the journey to Hengkeny we 
had plenty of time to prepare oar dis. 
patches and much timo for agreeably con- 
versaiion besidea, during the corse of 
which Camoron related some of his ax- 
periences while with the British army in 
South Africa. One gf these stories was 
partialarly inleresting to Colquhoun and 
myself, aa it secmed ta foreshadow tho 
futormin rather a disagreeable way. flo 
relatad that after Chetawayo had been con- 
querel and came into the British camp to 
negotiato the terms of the surrcndor, the 
British General closed all the telegraph 
office: against the correspondents until the 
treaty was sigued, which would be done 
at fow o'clock in the afternoon, and then, 
when the general's officix] report had been 
sant the line would be open te the cor- 
ceapondents, Though they all koow the 
termi and had their raports already 
written, there was nothing for them tu do 
bul to wait until the line opened to sead 
themawny. Cameron said he happened to 
thind of a telegraph office about twenty-fivo 
Tailes down the line and imagined the 
weneral had overlockod it, He was will- 
ing to take the chance and sncaked out of 
camp to get his horse over in the bush. 
He told his cervant to keep out of the way 
untilhe was sure his master was well on 
his journey ; then he waa to put in an ap- 
pearmes. By that time all the other 
corrupondents would have missed Oameron 
and taken alarm at his disappearance. 
They would ask the servant and he was to 
tell them where fis master hed gone, 


Atsoon aa they heard that Carmoron was 
looking for an open office somewhere else, 
they, too, ordered their horses and there 
waS & great race for that office. Whona 
few miles on tha road they met Cameron 
coming back, and he told them that the 
offic: was really open and that his dispatch 
had already gone forward, The chase wae 
thon resumed at a breakneck speed, and in 
the mein'ime Cameron returned to camp. 
Alte Lrushing aff the evider ces of his 
dusty ride be'sauntered into the adjutant’s 
offics and remarked casually, 28 if he had 
just thought of ik: *E wonder if the 
general closed that offico (mentioning the 
name) about: twenty-five miles domn the 
road. ' By Juve!

In the meantime four 
o'clook came around, with the. discomfited 
cormepondents still sway from camp, and 
Cameron. again’ had the field ta. himeclf, 
Hasimply telogeaphod : .
